Home Insurance 
Rate Hike Asked 


AUSTIN. Tex. (UPI) - Insurance 
industry representatives say inflation 
in the home building industry is 
outstripping the cost of property in­ 
surance and a 6.6 per cent increase in 
homeowner rates is needed to keep 
up 
Tom B. Lee, general manager of the 
Texas 
Insurance 
Advisory 
Association, Wednesday asked the 
State Insurance Board to approve the 
general statewide increase. 


“We haven’t escaped the impact of 
inflation.” Lee said. 


“Every cost index relevant in the 
determination of property insurance 
rates reflects an upward movement in 
recent statistical periods. Some 
trends are more dram atic than 


others, but it is still apparent that 
costs for construction and other items 
insurance pays for are rising faster 
than costs for property insurance.”

Residential Building Soft 


Residential construction is falling in 
Plano, although retail growth is still 
healthy. 
Only 97 single family homes were 
built in January of this year compared 
to 163 for the same period a year ago 
and

Residential 
construction 
was 
averaging well over 200 permits a 
month until last November. 
The slower construction rate is 
attributed in part to the recent bad 
weather. Homes begun in January 
were valued at $4,692,210, according to 
Ralph Shick, chief building official.

More Refunds; 
Mistakes, Too

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The nation’s taxpayers are moving toward a pair of 
historical firsts this year. One is good, the other is not. 
The Internal Revenue Service said Wednesday the average refund sent to 
taxpayers who already have filed 1976 returns was $456.34. It’s the highest ever 
and probably will climb even more before all returns are processed, it said. 
The tax-collection agency, however, is alarmed about another of its findings. 
After processing 1.8 million returns at the IO regional service centers, IRS found 
one in every IO early filers made mistakes. 
Officials said they don’t know if this year’s error rate will set a new record, but 
they are sure some taxpayers are confused by tax law changes Congress passed 
last year. 
The IRS said the two most commonly made mistakes involve computation of 
the new general tax credit and the standard deduction. 
Last year, 8.8 per cent of the 1040 “long” forms and 1040A “short” forms 
contained mistakes, the IRS said. So far this year, 7.4 per cent of the 1040s con­ 
tained errors and 11.5 per cent of the 1040A’s had mistakes. 
The general tax credit is causing the most problems, officials said. 
This year it can be computed in either of two ways: as $35 for each person in the 
family or as 2 per cent of the first $9,000 of taxable income. The IRS said some 
taxpayers have taken less of a deduction than allowed. 
“Our best advice,” an IRS spokesman said, ‘‘is to read the instructions 
carefully on the standard deduction and follow the form to the letter on the 
general tax credit and you won’t go wrong.” 
According to IRS Commissioner Donald Alexander, changes in the tax laws are 
the major cause of the problems. 
“Our best efforts toward form simplication were dwarfed by the new tax laws 
that made our major forms, the 1040 and 1040A, even more complicated,” he said. 
“Obviously, the key to a simpler tax form is a simpler tax law.” 
The IRS said the average refund as of Feb. 3 was $456.34, compared to $411.67 at 
the same time last year.

The need to “find myself” has 
become a cliche in modern society,, 
but many adopted children find that it 
is an essential part of their lives. 
One Plano woman made a journey 
into her past and is now trying to help 
others in their search. Michelle Kokko 
of 222 Dogwood is coordinating the 
organization of Adult Adoptives, Inc. 
Drawn from an earlier group, the 
members are trying to change Texas 
law so that adoption records are 
released 
when 
the child 
is 
18. 
Currently each judge 
has 
the 
discretion of opening the records. 
Kokko’s successful search was 
made possible by the cooperation of 
an Austin judge who released the birth 
certificate of her brother. 
“ I was lucky because I knew my 
mother’s maiden name and that my 
brother Darvin was born in Texas,” 
she mused. “When the judge released 
the certificate, I discovered both my 
mother and brother were born in 
Bridgeport. 
“I called the only Hobbs family 
listed in the Bridgeport telephone 
directory and found an uncle that I 
last saw when he was 14,” Kokko 
remembered. “My brother and I 
drove to Bridgeport that same night. 
We got there about IO p.m. and met 
my uncle on the side of a country road. 
“Darvin got out of the car and 
started limping toward the other 
car—he had polio when he was a 
baby” , she continued, “and my uncle 
just started running towards him. He 
led us to his home and we had a big 
reunion with his family. My uncle is 
not an emotional man, but his wife 
told me later that when we left he just 
cried.” 
From the original contact, Kokko 
traced an aunt and uncle who had 
tried to adopt her more than 20 years 
ago. She spent the weekend in Lub­ 
bock and discovered 68 cousins on her 
mother’s side. 
During the year since she found her 
family again, Kokko has kept up a 
close relationship with the Lubbock 
family. One of the daughters has 
become like a sister, flying down for 
weekend visits several times. 
Finding her family also meant that 
she got reacquainted with her 
grandmother who often kept the

within keeps them from settling down. 
Kokko believes. 
“ Now that I 
know who I am ,” she 
mused. “ I’m ready to help others. 
Before I couldn’t. I feel like a whole 
new person. My adoptive parents are 
happy for me and, if anything, I feel 
closer to them. 
“ I don’t regret anything,” she 
stressed. “ My only disappointment is 
that my sister ran off with my 
husband. She is emotionally distur­ 
bed—you run into so many adopted 
kids emotionally disturbed or with an 
identity problem of some nature. I’m 
for going back IOO percent, even if the 
outcome is bad." 
She said she has never run into any 
adoptive who regretted going back 
into the past or felt hurt about what 
they learned. Kokko plans to continue 
to search for her father’s side of the 
family 
“ Besides wanting to know your 
background, where you came from, 
who you look like,” she added, “many 
people need to know about their 
family for health reasons. Also, in 
Texas an adopted child can inherit 
from both the natural and adoptive 
parents.” 
Kokko, her brothers and sister were 
privately adopted. The four children 
were being kept by a woman who took 
in laundry and the adoptive parents 
saw the children and just took them. 
Laveme’s new mother didn’t even 
bother to check with her husband 
before taking the youngster home, the 
procedure was carried out so quickly, 
Kokko has been told. Attorneys were 
called in later. Kokko points out that 
everyone but the child is represented 
by attorneys in adoption cases. The 
law is designed to protect the parent. 
Kokko’s philosophy of being an 
adopted child is summed up in this 
poem she has written. 
"I, myself, have never known the 
other side of me. 
' A distant shadow from the past that 
tells of memories. 
Understanding, 
patience 
too, 
forever help me through 
the longest journey of my mind 
looking back at you. 
I feel the pain and taste the hurt of 
loved ones far away— 
But the search into yesterday will 
give peace of mind today!" 


Knowing who she is has been very 
satisfying to Michelle Kokko. Adopted 
more than 20 years ago, she has found 
many 
members of her mother’s 
family. She now feels that she can 
concentrate on helping others. Her

children before they were adopted. 
Kokko regards her grandmother’s old 
house as her true home and has been 
able to visit it. Her grandmother died 
in a nursing home last year, but she 
did get to see her for about IO months. 
Kokko has also traced her only 
sister, Laverne, who was adopted at 
age three. She was living in Fort 
Worth and the pair later discovered 
that their mother was living on the 
other side of that city. 


“When I finally found out where my 
mother was, I told a relative that she 
was welcome to call or come see me,” 
she said. “ I didn’t want to barge in on 
her life. I don’t want to hurt her or 
mess up her life. 
“She was glad to see us, but...” she 
trailed off. “She occassionally calls or 
visits. She knows we don’t want to 
interfere and she still has three kids 
from a later marriage to raise.” 
Kokko has been unable to find her 
youngest 
brother, 
although 
she 
believes that Robert who would be 22 
now is living in the Dallas-Fort Worth 
area. 
She is hopeful of eventually meeting 
Robert because many relatives are 
traced through groups like the one she 
is forming. She pointed out that one 
adoptive found her m other on 
‘‘Bowling for D ollars,” a local 
television program. 


The adoptives are trying to raise 
money to pay attorney fees and other 
costs of obtaining a charter. At least 
$400 is needed, but that fee will give 
the group a tax exempt status. 
Eventually the group hopes to 
establish a statewide cross-file of 
children searching for parents and 
parents searching for children. 
“It’s surprising how many can find 
their relatives in this way,” she noted. 
“You can’t do it alone. A big problem 
is that once someone finds his family, 
he drops out. We’ve had as many as 
200 to 300 people at times. 
“Many of the group members have 


found that one adoptive parent is the 
natural parent,” Kokko added. “When 
a child wants to search for his natural 
parents, the first reaction of adoptive 
parents is probably hurt. 
“If mine were hurt, they never 
said,” she continued. “I was lucky in 
that they backed me up. They knew it 


was something I had to have. I had to 
find part of myself ” 
She stresses the need of each 
adopted child to find himself, pointing 
out that a number of kids grow up 
without feeling any stability. They 
have an urgent desire to know about 
them selves and the restlessness 


The search into her yesterday gave Michelle Kokko peace of mind. Adopted at 
six-and-a-half, Kokko was able to trace her mother, a sister, several aunts and 
uncles and more than 60 cousins. One of her cousins was living in Plano and 
another in Wylie when she rediscovered them after 20 years. She says she has no 
regrets about her search into the past.

expenses and costs related to 
the disposition of the old 
residence and acquisition of 
the new one 
For 1976. the m axim um 
deduction is $2500. For 1977, 
it will increase to $3,000 
Also, the requirem ent that 
the distance between your 
new job and old home be at 
least 50 miles farther than 
your old home was from 
your old job will be reduced 
to 35 m iles beginning in 1977

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Plano Preps For Regional Tourney 


Wildcat Girls Face Conroe Saturday 


Coach Rita Barnes and her Wildcat girls basketball team 
want to prove something.Their chance comes Saturday at 
the Regional Tournament at College Station. 
Plano Senior High is one of four team s that have advanced 
to the regional level of the girls state basketball playoffs. 
Plano reached that level via a bye. 
However, Coach Barnes and team want to prove they 
deserve a place at the regional level. They want to prove it 
was no fluke in their building a 24-5 season record. 
Plano is the champion of District 13-AAAA for the second 
year in a row. They dominated opponents in both cham­ 
pionship campaigns. However, Plano has had an established 
girls basketball program for years while most of Plano’s 
opponents have just started their programs. 
Coach Barnes said during the regualr season that playing 
subpar competition builds complacency on the team. But, 
the team was awakened from their complacency last Friday 
when they lost a practice game to Class A Cushing. 59-50. 
“We really played bad in that game,” Coach Barnes said. 
“We led all the way then let down in the fourth quarter. We 
can’t do that. We built a 12 point lead and let them take the 
game away from us.” 
The game was Plano’s fifth loss of the season and perhaps 
their best lesson in not letting up in the fourth quarter. 


“We’ve learned our lesson from that game. The girls 
realize what the consequences of letting up in the fourth 
quarter can be. We don’t like to lose,” Coach Barnes said. 
Inspection of the girls’ dressing room at PSHS reveals the 
determination of the team to win the state championship this 
year. Signs proclaim their determination to be number one, 
newspaper clippings hang on bulletin boards and the girls 
talk confidently yet suspiciously of each opponent. 
They have need to be suspicious of Conroe, their Saturday 
opponent at Texas A&M’s G. Rollie White Coliseum in the 
Regional Tournament. 
Conroe is not a tall team but they have shooters. In their 
bi-district win over Killeen, 86-51, Conroe shot 58 percent 
from the field while receiving equal scoring from all three of 
their forwards. 
That tells Coach Barnes something. The Plano guards will 
have to defense each Conroe forward and not allow second 
shots. 
Conroe’s capable forwards are Missy Weisinger at 5-6 with 
a scoring average of 27.2 points per game. Jennifer O’Neill is 
5-9 and has a scoring average of 19.1 points per game. Monte 
Myers measures 5-10 and has an 18.2 points per game 
average. 
Conroe’s forwards will be defensed by Plano’s outstanding 


defense which has allowed only 41 points per game average. 
The average could be a lot lower, but Coach Barnes had 
forwards playing guard positions in a lot of runaway games. 
Plano’s starting guards have been Kathy Patterson, 
Plano’s tallest at 5-10, Karen Smith and Melinda Smith. 
Chris Carroll has proven a consistent spot starter. 
Plano’s forwards have scored an average of 63 points per 
game and they will face a trio of Conroe guards which were 
not outstanding against Killeen. 
Patti Brown was the outstanding guard, a 5-9 senior. 
However, Conroe’s other starting guards were subpar. They 
were Cile Stokes at 5-6 and Roberta Burt, also 5-6. 
Conroe’s guards face the hot shooting hands of Jean 
Zirkelbach, Anne Arledge and Mary Jo Canderlinden. All 
are just as dangerous as Conroe’s forwards. 
Zirkelbach owns the single game scoring record at PSHS 
of 52 points. She was all-district as a sophomore and junior. 
She can shoot from any position on the court and will 
probably draw the man-to-man coverage of Conroe’s Brown. 
However, that leaves Arledge who is also a hot shot 
snooter. She possesses a great amount of talent that has been 
overlooked by many fans because of Zirkelbach’s three-year 
fame. 
Mary Jo Vanderlinden makes things happen on the 


Wildcat offense. Double coverage on Arledge or Zirkelbach 
means an instant two points from Vanderlinden. 
What does Coach Barnes feel it will take for the Wildcats 
to win? 
“We will have to cut down on our turnovers. That has been 
a problem for us. We’ll have to concentrate on cutting down 
on turnovers and rebound well to win.” 
“Conroe’s girls shoot a high percentage and we can’t give 
them second opportunities. We will have to get rebounding 
position and not give up more than one shot.” 
“We’ll have to move the ball around a lot. We can’t turn 
the ball over and give them opportunities to score. We have 
to take advantage of each situation,” Coach Barnes said. 
Should Plano beat Conroe, they will face either SOC or 
Duncanville at 7:30 p.m. 
Plano lost to SOC last year at the regional level and 
Duncanville gave Plano one of their five losses this year. 
For the winner of the Regional Tournament waits a berth 
in the State Tournament Feb. 24-25-26 at Austin.

The girl s game requires a 
team to have three offensive 
players and three defensive 
players. Those two units are 
restricted to one end of the 
court by the midcourt line. 
No player can cross that 
line 
A l t h o u g h 
M a r s h a l l 
predicted the court would be 
opened up by the five-player 
game no later than 1979, he 
and McKown both hit a 
nervous chord with one 
argument 
"We are educating the 
m a sse s.” McKown said, 
"not just the gifted child.” 


Opening up the court 
would force coaches to 
develop the ability to play 
the entire court with fewer 
girls, he said. The present 
game allows more girls to 
play.

“ We certainly are looking 
more and more to other 
states that offer the five- 
player game in high school,” 
she said, “ because they 
already 
have m ore ex­ 
perience.” 
Only Texas, 
Oklahoma. 
Arkansas, 
Tennessee and 
Iowa still play six-player 
basketball 
“ Parents, once they see 
the scholarships available, 
will want their girls to get 
the best training available to 
win one of them ,” Woodfin 
said. 
Marshall disagrees. 
“The purpose of sports, as 
the UIL sees it, is not to train 
girls to win scholarships,” 
he said. 


“I’ve seen both sides,” 
said Jody Conradt, coach of 
the University of Texas 
women’s team. She, like 
Woodfin, participated in the 
six-player game in high 
school. 
“The real issue is what’s 


best 
for the 
student,” 
Conradt said. “If you ask the 
players, they would almost 
unanimously say they would 
rather play five players. 
Guards in the six-man ball 
feel cheated. Shooting is the 
fun of the game.”
